BANK DEPOSITS INSURANCE 

Washington, Ajtrll 24 (AP)—A 

virtual agreement between President 
Boosevelt and senators drafting per¬ 
manent banking legislation apparently 
prepared the way today for enactment 
of a bill at this session providing for 
insurance of deposits. 

Differences of opinion which had 
appeared at times almost Insurmount¬ 
able were largely removed at an 
hour’s White House conference be¬ 
tween the chief executive and members 
of the senate banking subcommittee 
drafting bank reform legislation. 

The President suggested several 
modifications In the committee's plan 
for setting up a two million dollar 
fund to Insure deposits in federal 
reserve banks, hut liAs proposals 
would not drastically change the pro¬ 
ject and were satisfactory to the 
senators. 

One of them wonld lim',1 the IdO 
[lei cent Insurance of depos'.s to ac¬ 
counts of $l(K).(MH) and less, with par 
tial Insurance for bigger deposits. 

Differing with the committee, the 
President recommended that Branch 
l anl-lng he restricted to county limits, 
but this conflict did not appear Im 
possible of solution. Members of tin 
committee Indicated they would stick 
by their plan of permitting state-wld'

The difrereneni kinds of tax lliiil 
any Indivldiiiil may he repilred to 
pay varies from 11 lew to twenty or 
Iwciityflve. Fanners as a rule are 
iiih,|cet to four or five. In Morgan 
coiinty they have a county school tax, 
I'lO cents: 11 county tax. 60 cents; a 
state tax, 30 cents; 11 county ixill tax, 
$1.60; a comity school poll tax, $ 1 . 00 ; 
and II road bond tax, 20 cents, making 
11 total property tax of $1.06 for ever,, 
one hundred dollars worth of proiierty
